M'RDLTa OS THE STATE FAIR, .' 


The Real Fight is In the Future 


on the Permanent .Location. 


Gen. John MeNulta is Bloomington'e 


chief representative before the state 
board in the effort to secure the state 
!air. 
The other day the REPUBLICAN 


stated that the board might raise the 
cash requirement from 850,000 to 8150,- 
000. On that point Gen. MoNulta is 
quoted assaying yesterday: 


"This is but the preliminary skirmish 


to the real contest. The action of the 
board in striking out from the specifica- 
tions of requirements the demand for 
850,003 and substituting a demand for 
8150,000, has no real significance beyond 
the fact that the board was not then 
ready to agree upon a fet of specifica- 
tions for submission to the cities com- 
peting for the permanent location. 


"There can be no doubt that the 


effect of such a requirement would be to 
stultify tbe board and leave it subject to 
just criticism for its action in holding 
ont to the public that it intended to 
make a permanent location and then re- 
quire impossible conditions to secure 
location, 


"It is reasonable to suppose that the 


board, when it is ready to submit speci- 
fications of ite requirements from a local- 
ity, to secure the permanent location of 
the fair, will complete them substantially 
in conformity to the first instructions 
given, and so framed that all localities, 
whether with or without fair grounds fit- 
ted up, or other conveniences, may com- 
pete on equal terms—or that it will dis- 
tinctly refuse to entertain any proposi- 
tion for a permanent location—reconsider 
its action in favor or selecting n perman- 
ent location and postponing th« whole 
matter for action by the legislature, 


"The latter course is impossible, as it 


would imply a lack of confidence in the 
board to act in a matter in which its 
members are clearly belter qualified to 
act, than will be the members of the 
next legislature, and may rai9e a ques- 
tion in the public mind whether such ac- 
tion was not in the interest of some loca- 
tion, whose representatives felt that they 
could do better b'fora the legislature 
than they could before the board. 


"The discussion of the subject has de- 


veloped the fact that, even if the board 
should decide to at ones select a perme- 
nenc location, as is clearly the best 
course for it to pursue, it. Elnst also se- 
cure a temporary location for use until 
its permanent grounds are properly 
fitted up, which cannot bo done until 
after suitable appropriations have been 
made for that purpose by the legislature, 
and it does not seem that such appropri- 
ations could be obtained until after a 
permanent location had been selected." 


Sold 1516 Tickets. 


Some idea of the amount of money 


that attendance at the World's Fair 
takea out of a community may be gained 
from the fact that during the month of 
September the Wabash railway company, 
through its agents ia Deoatnr, sold to 
Deoatnr people going to the fair, 1516 
tickets. This includes, of course, tickets 
to children as well p.n to ndnlts. Esti- 
mating the average expenditure of each 
person at 830, which is certainly not an 
extravagant estimate, wa have a total 
expenditure for that month alone of 
845,480 for Deoatnr people. This does 
not include those who went by other 
routes and those who bought no tickets, 
but who traveled on passes a-id mileage. 
Taking all these and adding their ex- 
penditures to tbe foregoing estimate, end 
the total expenditure tor tbe tingle 
month of September would probably be 
nearly double the above figures.

II 
has developed that he is a member of • 
highly connected family in Erie, Pa., 
served five years in the army, is a mem- 
ber of the G. A, R., and merely came 
west for work. At the time of his con- 
viction the case attracted widespread at- 
tention.

Flooded by the Sinking of the 


Michigamee River. 


TIENTY-EIGHT MEK LOSE THEIR LIVES 


While Eighteen Others Have a Narrow 


Escape—Criminal Carelessness Re- 


sponsible for the Awful Catas- 


trophe—Beyond Recovery. 


CuvsTAr. FALLS, Mich., Sept. 29.— 


With a terrific rush the waters of tire 
Michigumec vrver broke through a bod 
weakened by mining into the Mans- 
field mine, between 0 and 10 o'clock 
last ni^ht, drowning twenty-eight men 
•who were at work directly under the 
cave-in. There were forty-six men in 
the mine when the accident occurred, 
but eighteen of them who were work- 
ing1 in the lower levels managed to es- 
cape. 


None of tlu1 bodies Imve been recov- 


ered, and it is believed it will be neccs- 
sarv to livert the channel of the river 
before they c:in be secured. 


The news was slow in reaching the 


outside world. 
The nearest telegraph 


office i.s at Crystal Falls, six miles 
avray, and though a railroad track 
runs into the Mansfield mine cump, it 
was only used to haul out ore and to 
bring in supplies. 
A courier carried 


the news to Crystal Falls late last 
night, but not until this morning was 
it sent abroad. 


It i.s believed to have been the worst 


disaster that ever occurred in the Lake 
Superior iron region. 


When the flight shift went onduty it 


was noticed that more water was com- 
ing into the mine than usual, but no 
alarm was felt by those at the pumps, 
as they managed to keep the ''drifts" 
free. 


The miners pursued their work as on 


every night when they started in to 
pass the twelve hours under ground 
earning bread for their families. 


Suddenly, a few minutes after 
1) 


o'clock, there was a loud report and an 
overpowering rush of water, and the 
men felt themselves overwhelmed by 
an avalanche of ore and water. So 
fast came the flood that it is doubtful 
whether the men on the upper levels 
had time to drop their tools and run 
for their lives to the old shaft. Had 
anv of them reached the perpendicu- 
lar opening, however, it would have 
availed them nothing, for this shaft, 
known as ''Old No. 1," collapsed as 
soon as the water readied it -md un- 
dermined its base. 


Tins occurred at precisely O'SO, and 


it was then known to those in charge 
of the mine that the men in the upper 
level had been trapped and drowned 
lil<e rats by an accident which had 
long

No. '2, but the in-rushing Hood rarne 
too fast, ami it is thought that most 
of them met death wifhiri live minutes 
lifter the break occurred. 


The men at work in the lower levels 


were warned in time to escape. 
A few 


minutes after'.I o'clock they heard an 
ominous roar, and at once suspecting 
the c.iuse, dropped their picks and tied 
for their lives. The water, pursuing 
as it did the devious course necessary 
in running from one level to another, 
wa* alread}- ankle deep in the lower 
levels when the men reached the shaft, 
and were drawn up from what se<>med 
Certain death. 


The news of the disaster sped on 


swift wings throughout the little ham- 
let, and a wild cry of alarm was voiced 
by the inhabitants asthev rushed from 
their homes and gathered about the 
shaft just as the last one of eighteen 
men was brought to the surface alive. 


When the cause of the accident was 


explained to the anxious inquirers a 
cry ot horror went up us they realized 
that 
the long-expected ami 
much- 


dreaded accident had taken place at 
last, and brought with it tne results 
so long feared by the wives and moth- 
er^. 


There was a call for volunteers, 


which was at once answered, to d,e» 
beend the only available shaft and SUC- 
cur, 
if possible, any man who might 


possibly be found alive 
Hut the cour- 


age and strong intent of the hardy 
miners was of no avail, as the waters 
had already reached the lower levels, 
and the angry roar which greeted the 
would-be rescuers as they peered over 
into the dark channel at once pre- 
cluded all hope of rescue, and the 
twenty-eight men were given up. 


All night the water poured into its 


new-found bed, and not until 0 o'clock 
this morning did it resume its natural 
course after having effectually filled 
everv cavity of the great mine. 


The death of ':hcsc twenty-eight meji 


murks the end of the Mansfield mine, 
for unless the river can be forced to 
seek another channel, the bodies can- 
not be secured, nor can this rich de- 
port of iron ore be worked again. 


The Mansfield mine is situated on 


the banks of the Michigamee river, 
about six miles east.erf Crj-stal Falls, 
the county scat of Iron county, and 
has been worked between three and 
four years and has shipped about Ot!,- 
000 tons of bessemer ore. 
The depres- 


sion in the iron trade has closed prac- 
ticallv all the mines in the Crystal 
Falls district. "«d the Mansfield was 
almost the onl',- one from which any 
ore was being raised, the fine quality 
of itfc product enabling it to keep on 
working. The ore lenses- dipped rap- 
idlv beneuth the stream and for more 
than two years the chief workings 
have been directly under the bed of 
the river.

Longear, of this city, is one of the 
enief owners of the Mansfield mine 
property. He said yesterday

that they had formed the Mansfieed 
Mining Co. Mr. Longear believes that 
the disaster was caused by robbing the 
mine, that is, by working in a reck- 
less manner, and tearing' down parts

There 
was quite a stir among the peelers for a 
few minutes, while the leaders of the 
strike were trying to influence others to 
join them. Those who quit were finally 
ordered home and those who remained 
settled down to work once more. Two 
of the strikers came back later on and 
went to work.

The germ is contained m the matter ex- 
peotorated by the patient nnd when it 
becomes dry rieeo in dust and is inhaled 
by others, Bnd whenever the system is in 
condition to be susceptible to the propa- 
gation of the baocilli the person becomes 
a victim to the disease. This beine; true, 
it uinst fallow that sooner or later the 
public will as readily consent to the iso- 
lation, in hospitals or otherwise, of pa- 
tients hilhcted with consumption as thote 
allhcted with oauill-pox, scarlet fever or 
diphtheria.

ending Dot. 2, says: "The temperature 
ot the past seven days has been below 
the normal throughout the northern and 
southern divisions of the state. At Chi- 
cago, the daily deficiency «'is about 8 
degrees; at Cairo, 4 degrees. In tbe 
central division the temperature was 
about the average. A killing frost oc- 
curred over the state on the morning of 
Sept. 26 which did considerable damage 
to tender vegetation. Heavy rains oc- 
curred during the week over the entire 
southern and extreme western counties 
of the northern and central divisions. 
Elsewhere, while the amount of precipi- 
tation was slightly below Q seasonable 
amount it was well distributed. The 
percentage of sunshine was below a 
seasonable amount. 


The recent rains have baen of great 


benefit to meadows and pastures, which 
are now reported growing nicely. 
In 


some sections st.'ck has been turned ou'. 
Stojk water ia now abundant. 
The 


ground is generally in excellent condi- 
tion for fall plowing, and this work is 
being vigorously pushed. Considerable 
seeding has been accomplished, but this 
work has been somewhat retarded by the 
heavy rains, especially in the southern 
division. In some sections seeding has 
been finished. Soms farme-s have de- 
lnyei sowing, owing to grasshopperF. 
Grain lately sown will also be greatly 
benefited by tha rains. 


The reports indicate that the yield of 


corn, except in a few counties, will be 
greater than anticipated some weeks ago, 
and the quality will also be good. This 
crop is now being out, and in some local- 
ities criObed. It ia thought the bulk of 
the corn will be ready to crib by October 
15. Potatoes will bs a light crop gener- 
ally.

Production of Tin Plate for 1893. 


Special Agent Ayer, of the treasury de- 


partment.has submitted to Secretary Car- 
lisle another quarterly report on the pro- 
duction of tin plate in the United States, 
under the protection of the McKmley 
tariff act, for the quarter ending June 30, 
1893. The report shows the aggregate 
output for that period to be 41,866,042 
pounds of whioh 50 per cent, was made 
from 
American 
black 
plates 
For 


the purpose of comparison, to determine 
the progress of this new industry, the 
report shows that during the year end- 
ing June 30, 1891, the production was 
13,646,719 pounds, and in 1893,108,621 SS3 
pounds. This includes for the year 1893, 
8,802,681 pounds of black plate pressed 
into ware and afterwards tinned, which 
leaves tor 1893 an actual production of 
99,819,202 pounds of plates. 


The tariff law provides that on and 


after Oct. 1, 1897, tin plates and terne 
plates of the ordinary weight, shall be 
admitted free of duty, unless it shall be 
made to appsai to the satisfaction of the 
president, (who shall make known that 
fact by proclamation), that the aggregate 
quantity of such plates produced in the 
United States during either of the six 
years, next preceding Jnne 30, 1897, has 
equalled one-third the amount of such 
plates imported and entered for con- 
sumption during any fiscal year after 
the passage of the act and prior to Oct 
1,1897 
The amount of sheet iron or 


sheet steel manufactured in the United 
States and applied or wrought m the 
manufacture of articles or wares tinned 
or terne-plated in the United State?, 
with weight allowance as sold to manu- 
facturers and others, shall be considered 
aa tin and terne plates produced in the 
United States within the meaning of the 
act.
